It was first brought 
up when the late Mr. Gartiel€d was selecting 
his cabinet upon Folger’s name being con- 
nected in the public press with the treasury 
portfolio, tis vet belieVed that President 
(iarfield rubbed Judge Folger from the cabi- 
netslate made at Mentor, after having put 
him down for the attorney veneralship, be- 
eause of the facts relative to the case which 
were laid before him. This is SFOSST DP). The 
facts are to be found in the s pretne court 
report, Otto = 153, It appears that 
Charles J. Folger, while assistant treasu- 
rer of the United States in New 
York, disbursed some three million dollars 
worth of internal revenue stamps in sealed 
packages furnished by the commissioner cf 
internal revenne and not purchased by Fol- 
ger on his own account. When Folger re- 
tired from office his accounts were settled at 
the treasury department, and he made no 
elaim for commissions on the distribution of 
these stamps, but afterwards laid a tlaim for 
S184.994.9 forthe same, which was rejected, 
He then, May, 1875, brought suit in the court 
of claims, which decided against him. This 
decision was afterwards aflirmed — by 
the supreme court of the Uni- 
ted States. Justice Herlan delivered 
the opinion; Justice Field and Justice Brad- 
ley dissenting. The adverse opinion was based 
on the grounds that Judge Folger was a 
salaried officer ef the United States and 
that he had not purchashed the stamps on 
his own account and sold them, in hile lat- 
ter case he would have been entitled to the 
usual commissions. There are numerous le- 
gual technicalities involved. Justice Field 
and Justice Bradley were of the opinion that 
Folger was entitled to the commission on all 
over the ordinary disbursements properly be- 
longing to the office he held and on account 
of which his salary was paid. 

The selection of Folger and James, both 
New York men, for the new cabinet will have 
the natural effect of injuring Hiscock's 
strength as a candidate for the speakership. 
It is reported that Hiscock appreciates this 
fact, and has said that defeat, if it comes, wil!

Their Sin Has Found Them Out. 

Detroit, October 28.—In the spring of last 
year at the little village of Norris, about five 
miles from this city, the dwelling of an old 
man was visited inthe night time for the 
purpose of robbery, and in the struggle that 
ensued the old man was killed.

Montoomery, Ala., October
